Had time permitted in the short session of
Congress which has Jnst closed that the reso-
lution shonld have been offered in the Sanate,
it wounld no donbt bave been passed by an
equally large vote in that body, The passage
of this resolution by the SBenate would have
strengthened ita record before the people, bat
eould have added nothing to the strength of
the resolution mor to the daty incnmbant
upon the administration to recognizs the wiih
of the conntry and to aot in sccordancs with L.

In all grest questions of national polity the
instinot of the people is always in advanos of
the politicians and placemen; and these are
succegsful in administration in proportion only
88 they recognize the ideas of their ags and
sot in mccordance with them. Tae Caban
question is the tonohstons of Prasident Grant's
administration, 1la will succeed or fail in
proportion as he exhibits capacity orineapacity
to grasp the problem now pressnted to him.
If he failto comprehend the troe grandear
and power which attend the march of the
Amerioan ides, and waste in diplomatio parlay
and inaotion the precions moments, when
“from the nettle danger’ hashonld “plaock the
flower gafety,”’ he will forfeit the high coofl-
dence which the conuntry has reposed In him,

oonsign his administration from its very
start to the distrust and doubt of the people
of America and to the contempt of the statas-
men of the world. The resolution offered
on Monday by Assistant Alderman Btephsn
Roberts, and so %romplly passed by the Com-
mon Council of New York city, is the trus
echo of the popular voive to the House reso-
Intion we have quoted above, and we lLops,
aud the whols coamtry hopes, that the Prasi-
dent will listen to the call of duty and prove
himeelf eqnal to the task of its requirements.

When victory perched upon our bauners, our
Brst step was to drive the Frenoch ont of
Mexico. This we did, not becanse the con-
tending parties in Mexico had no right to in-
vite French intervemtion there, but because
France made that Intervention a part of the
war of Western Europe against the integrity
of the American Union.

In our jndgment, thias i3 & mistaksn and
parrow-minded policy. It the first plave, oar
Government caunot concern itsell with gues-
tions of religion without violating one of s
fundamental principles. That it can take no
cogunizance of religions questions at home, is
universally admitted; and surely it has less
right to intermeddle in the religions disputes
of forelgn conntries than in those of our own.
All the internal affuirs of foreign countries are
matiers of domestio policy with whivh we have
no proper conoern; aud if we weres to intrade
beyond our sphere at all, it wonld seem that
religion shonld be more exempt from onr in-
terference than any other subjuot. Acsordlog
to onr Amerioan ideas, religion is entirely out-
side of governmental jarisdiction: aud if the
domestic government of & country cannot pro-
perly include it, how much less a foreign gov-
ernment,  which has no jurisdiction of any
kind beyond the limits of its own territory.

It is no doubt true that one of the chief
impediments to the success of repablican
institutions In Mexioo is the influence of its
ohurch dignitaries. They were the abettors
of Maximilisn, and they bave never had any
sympathies with the liberal party. Bat nothing
could be more absurd than the expeotation of
countervailing their influence throngh a I'ro-
testant minister of the United States. There
are no Protestantsin Mexioo; the only religions
differences being between the bigoted and the
libersl Catholics, The readiest and most
ellsctive weapon of the high church party
fs to accnse the liberals of & leaning
towards FProtestantiem and a design to
subvert the Catholic faith. Ths with-
drawal of a minister of the United Suates for
the sole reasonm that he is a Catholie, and
the snbstitation of another for the sole reason
that he is a Protestant, wonld strengthen the
high clergy by supplyiag them with a formid-
abie means of rendering their opponents odions,
There would be plangible grouuds for aconsing
them of an attempt to sabvert the Catholic
faith, and to subvert it by Protestant inter-
meddling from the United State—topies which
would appeal powerfully both to the Mexican
gentiment of reiigion and the Msxioan senti-
ment of patriotism. A change of religion at
the dictation of a foreign government is the
one thing which would be more strennounsly
resisted by the popular gentiment of Meaxico
than any other; and this is the light in whioh
the clerical party will represent the attempt of
President Grant. Even allowing that he may
properly concern himsell with the religious
difficulties of that unfortunate couutry, he
counld bardly adopt a more gelf-defesting
metliod, or commit & more fatal blunder, thau
the substitution of one minister for another
solely on the gronnd of religion, and thereby
arousing and uniting every element of reli-
glouns hostility.

The difference between the Mexican liberals
and the Mexican bigots is of the same natare
a8 the difference between (iallicism and Ultra-
montapism in France; that is to say, it turns
on the authority of the Papacy in the regula-
tion of religion as a state establishment. The

The deflcit of the six leading na-
tions of Lprope, last year, was five hundred
million dollars—more than the expenditures
of the United States, lncluding interest on the
national debt,

This indebtedness, however, is not an un-
mixed evil. It inoreases the depsudence of
the Government npon the people, and ita ten-
dency is to break down the last remalning
links of fendalism. Tbe Governments have
contrived to obiain possession of the best por-
tion of the soil of their respective conntries,
which are mortgaged for the payment of prin-
oipal and interest. By.and-by there will be s
fihancial collapie, and no payment of interest.
Then will come the foreclosnre and sale of
publie property.

This groaua hae been going on for soms
time in Spain. The government «f that conn-
try conld obtsin no more loans, and was
obliged to gell off large slices of the public or
royal propertyto psy expenses. As for the
Pope, bis property, Vatican and all, {s pass-
ing slowly but sarely into the hands of the
Rotbgohilds, who have mortgages npon almost
everythivg of salable valne gdlonging to him.
Other pationg are passing through the same
ordeal, and will doubtless some of them soon
be in the hands of the money king.

Our own national debt is large enough to

east an honest purpose to pay it, principal
and interest, It is l::s prloopoll' tl;apnnlo:'s
existence, and synonymous with the national
honer.

The Tyranny of Capital.

To divide the fruits of industry between the
capitalist and the laborer, that there might by
harmony, has been attempted from the first
organization of goolety; and attempta are still
mude, but without success, and there are
cloging of workshops, and strikes, and appa-
rently never-ending antagonisma,

In all the elaborate digcussions, so far as we
have geen, no reference is made to an import-
ant element in our social struoture, and it
seems to ns that this shounld receive careful
wonsideration as a preliminary to an under-
standing of this question, Wae refer to the
absolute need, in society, that a considera.
ble portion of the wealth created shall be
rezerved that it may be drawn upon in
times of neceseity, and for the appropriation
of another portion for public improvements
—now become & requisite for individoal
well-being, avd for the maintenance of the
poor and the unfortunate; for, we may
think as we please, and protest as vehementl
a8 we will, society is a unit, and it is a8 muoo
poseessed of individuality and power as the
most despotic emperor. That the required
wealth may be set apart, it is necessary, as a
firat step, that & part of the individuals who
form society ehall have the mental gnality
leading them to save and to sccumulate, and
a8 we have such, this guality of saving may
be gaid actually to inhere in soclety. These
persons we call capitalists, whatever may be
their rank, station, or onlture, and, viewed in
the proper light, they are public benefactors.
Although they contribute all their powers to
the accumulation of wealth, with the idea that
what they eave is wholly their own, still they
are little more than stewards; for whatever
dispoeition they may choose to make of their
wealth, it still will be used for the good of
gociety; and, besides, should the public
neceseity ever require it, they may be dis-
possesged of the last dollar. It is true that the
necessity must be very great before such gpo-
liation would be permitted, for society in-
stivctively watches aud guoards reserved
wenlth, and jts total extinotion is as much
dreaded as is the death of the queen bee by
her subjects. When the laborer, and those
who sympsthize with him, declaim against
the accumulation of capital, they do not con-
sider that withont it neither themselves nor
soclety, except in & savage state, would exiat.
That wealth engenders extravagance and fol-
lieg of every name is to be granted, but the
evil done is confined to unfortunate indivi-
dosls who, in onr counntry, soon ran their
race; nor is this evil at all equal to t”od
which aconmulated wealth brings to ind
at large,

It n?un be seen, then, that the complaint
of the laborer that he is robbed of his earn-
inge is not true, at least to ths extent he
A :f”’ for he is made a partaker of this
wealth in many respeots, amd, beside, it will
be preserved for the benefit of his ohildren.
The only real complaint he ocan make is that
he is not permitted to control it; but, as he

| has shown himself inoapable of keeping it, the

control is placed in more caretul hands.

When & man aconmulates wealth he no less
accumulates within himeell qualities of equal
—indeed, we should say of muoh greater—
value. Theee are persistence, patience, fore-
sight, and self.denisl, whioch contribate in a
marked degree to the enlargement of the
mind, and hence anch must, in the nature of
the cage, be superior to the laboring man who
with health and strength consnmes all he
earns. Ol course we refer to the condition of
things in this country, where no real obstacles
prevent development; and we may say, also,
that all similar discuesions should refer to so-
olety on this continent, for their application to
European gocisty is eut of place, sinoe barbaric
institutions which should have died ontdur-
ing the last century really do oppose and op-
press the laboriog classes.

him also to beoome a oapitalist by saving a
part of his earnings, and,ss a conesguenocs,
acquire an enlarged mind, by which be will ba
able to abonmulate still more, for kavisg to
any extent is an intellectual achievement, To
spend the whole of one’s wsges &t the olose
of each week requires no skill, bat the saving
even of & small portion sctually brings ou:

Mo More Indian Treaties,
From the N}, Times,

A pew point of departare in onr policy re-
garding the Indians has now been taken. By
the Fenate's recesgion from its amendments
making appropriations nnder the uew trea-
ties, & poiivy is a8 good as agreed upon for
overthrowing the old treaty system,

Treaty ! the very word almoest implies the
mutnal agreement of two soversign powers;
and, nntil we are agreed that there exisis s
power besides our own Government withia
our domains, the very word used of ludian
negotistions ig & misnomer,

ut we have not hitherto been content to nge
A wrong name; we have also besen doing
viclous and pernicions thing. We have been
making treaties with the Indians for years, as
it they were hostile sovereigns. The Senate
has sometimes discussed these treaties, and
‘B““d them in the same way as treaties with
ingland or France—thatis to say, notin its
legislntive, but in itsexecutive or tresty-makiog
ospacity. Until the other day, hardly 4 voice
wis raised against this monstroas incongruity,
except by the army, who have slways, from
their peculiar habits of thought and eotion,
geen it and deplored it. Nay, we doubt now
whether our people in general have noted the
rapd, fundamenial legislative error we have
geen guilty of—an error of that sort which liea
at the root of all political action.
This is the legal view of the old treaty
gystem; its uoral aspeot, or that of
expediency, is still more smk!ngly, though
not more intringically, awry. Under the pre.
tenee of treaties, jobs, swindles, and trusk-
and-dicker of all sorts have been rnshed
through the Sepate—often when but s haod-
fal of members were present—and the Indian
ring ocontrolled everything to its purposes,
When these wholesale swindles had besn per-
etrated—and sometimes, it is alleged, an
ndian tribe had not half the number of mem-
bers & Senate treaty wonld take for granted it
had—equal trouble arose on the Plains., A
crew of pharks, sharpers, runners, traders,
sutlers, swindlers, and Indian agents gene-
rally, took care to let a8 little as possible of
the worth of any money get apart to the nse
of the Indians reach them. Thence came
oomplaint, protest, anger, recrimination, re-
venge, plunder, and war.

Such was the treaty system hitherto flonr-
fehing. It is cheering te know from Mr.
Dawes, who presented to the Honse the con-
ference report on the Appropriation bill, that
‘‘probably not another Indian treaty would
be made.”?
